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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the claim limitation 
'analyzing the business activity' is not anticipated by Bonabeau because it applies to models that are simulating business activity. 
However, the examiner would point out that within the extreme broadness of the limitation 'analyzing the business activity". Bonabeau 
does anticipate because his invention teaches analyzing a business activity through the use of models and simulation to analyze what is 
likely to happen. Furthermore, the selection of a model or models to simulate a business activity, as taught by Bonabeau, does require at 
least some analysis of the business activity, in order to determine which model to select for simulation. The examiner respectfully 
suggests narrowing the limitation 'analyzing the business activity' by positively reciting in conjunction with this limitation the aspects of the 
applicant's invention that specifically detail what is meant by 'analyzing the business activitiy'. 
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
